The doininiona of tiie Ottoman porte 


offer a field for tho women physicians. 
The sultan of Turkey has just promul- 
gated a firman by virt.tio of which wom- 
en can hereafter practice medicine in 
Turkey npon presentation of their diplo- 
mas. Some persons may be surprised tc 
learn that this news has apolitical im- 
portance of the first order. Undoubted • 
iy the issuing of the decree is due pri- 
marily to the unwillingness of Oip 3Ius- 
Bulinans to allow a male pl'\ .sieiau to en- 
ter their harems. Tin.; isp<'iiauted only 
m cases of exceptional gravity—after old 
women who are thouqht to bo magicians 
or sorcerers have exhausted their effoits. 
At the stiine time physicians are highly 
respected anil even venetated by the 
Turks nnd generally by nil oiicntals. 


As, however, it is only cpiito recently 


| that Turks have begun to study medi- 


ne, nearly all the physicians—-eeitamly 
1 those of: rmich reputation—in Turkey 
ive been and are Christians of that 
itmtry— Greeks, Armenians, Levant- 
es, as well as French, English aud 
alians. It is easy to foresee that worn- 


doctors from foreign countries will 


ave a brilliant future in Turkey aud 
ill exercise an immense influence in 
upkish families. The sex of these phy- 
cians will afford them free access t<: 
arems. As Turkish women have very 
ttle elementary education and live a 
ery retired lif y, they are easily governed 
y peraons who are better educated than 
lernselves. 
The \voman physician in cm ing her pa- 
snts cannot fail to have great influence 
ver their ideas aa to dress, mode of life, 
sages and customs, their social and po- 
tical notions. It is quite likely that in 
16 course of some years a slow but cer- 
ain transformation will be effected in 
urkibh women, who will natlllally wish 
o imitate the life of their Christian sis- 
ors in Europe. For the practice of med- 
cine m Turkey thei e is not requireil a 
ational diploma, as iu France. Aftur , Donald, president of tlie slate lunacy 
aviug mushed his or her studies, no 
latter where, the phy-uian has only to 
resent his or her diploma and pass at 
10 Imperial School of ftedieme a short 
xamination, which is a mere formality.
